Regardless of the question 
whether 
Prtsident Cleveland’s special embassador, 
Blount, or the resident Minister, HteVene. 
were right and truthful in their accounts 
of the state of affairs at Hawaii, the fact 
remains that a republic was established 
there in place of a monarchy, and is mam 
tamed up to the present writing without 
the aid of the United Hlates Mannes. Be 
hind ail this contention is the fart, how 
ever, that the government overthrown 
w as corrupt, despotic and disgraceful. 


If the authorties at Washington, as the 
Secretary of Htate intimates, would restore 
qu een Liliuokalani to the throne, it is a 
marvelously strange policy for a Republic, 
Americans have, almost universally, be 
lieved tiiat all right of kiug> and queens 
to rule is a forced right .established in the 
tir.-t place either by fraud, or force, or 
both; aud sustained 
by 
superstition; 
claimed as a divine right ami by other ab 
surdities. 
Even the crown of Great Britain, one 
of the most respected monarchies of the 
earth, comes down through William the 
Uonquerer. a marauder, and a hue of cor 
rupt despots. 
Tho American people do 
not believe in monarchies 
Man 
w a s ere 
ated before governments and therefore the 
■ nly honest and just government is that 
established by the only rightful sovereign 
man. 
The only honest government that 
has a right to exist is that formed by 1 
compact of the people, one with the oth 
er. 
Thomas i ’aine, the leading genius 
who planned and moulded into shape the 
\ m e n c an 
Republic, 
over 
a 
century 
since, truly said, all honest governments 
must "Arise out of the people;’’ and Lin­ 
coln said, nearly a hundred years later, 
“ by the people ami for the people ” 
Have our statesmen at Washington for 
rotten these fundimentai principles? Hec 
retary of Hlate Gresham s famous letter 
indicates that they have. 
They appear to 
he for a despotic and corrupt monarchy 
and against true Democracy in Hawaii. 
Can not they distinguish between a re 
volt against a despotic queen and a revo 
iulion against a Republic? 
In a monarchy all responsibility, all 
power rests with one person, while in a 
republic it is lodged in the people. 
In a 
republic there is no J ustice or right in a 
revolt, because the rebellion is ngaiuBt the 
majority -against the people. 
In a monarchy there is no choice be 
tween being a slave or a rebel. 
In a re­ 
public how different. 
There are in a re­ 
public so many ways, besides a revolt, of 
righting a wrong, that the latter mode is 
wicked and cruel. 
It Is the difference of 
the good of the many as compared to the 
good of one person—a queen or a king 
Every election in a republic is a most o< m 
plete revolution without loss of life or 
property, and generally with perfect good 
feeling. 


Regardless of what Minister Stevens 
did or w hat Gresham ami company think 
about it the people of Hawaii had a right 
to oust a corrupt and despotic qu een 


Marquis de Lafayette, who so nobly 
and bravely, though one of the foreigners 
against whom Messrs Blount A Co. ap 
pear to have a deep predjudice, assisted 
iu establishing the American Republic, 
stated 
as a fundamental principle that 
“ For a nation to love liberty it is sufll 
cicnt that she knows it, and to lie free it 
is sufficient that she wills it.“
